1 . (Currently amended) A liquid crystal display device comprising: 
a first substrate; 

a second substrate; 

a liquid crystal layer sandwiched by the first and second substrates; and 

wall structures supported bv formed on a surfac e of the first substrate and facing 

the liquid crystal layer for dividing the liquid crystal layer into a plurality of liquid crystal 

r e gions , 

wherein the wall structures surround and define regions having liquid cry s tal 
molecules in the plurality of liquid crystal regions are aligned axially Gymmctrically with 
rospoct to an axis vortical to a surface of th e first substrate, the liquid crystal regions have 
a shape of a polygon having dulled corners as viewed from above , and the alignm e nt 
direction of the liquid crystal molecules in the liquid crystal regions with respect to sid e 
faces of th e wall structur e s in the corners changes continuously . 

2. (Original) The device of claim 1 , wherein the shape of the dulled corners is a 

curve. 
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3. (Original) The device of claim 1, wherein the shape of the dulled comers is a 
curve having a radius of curvature R, and the radius of curvature R has a relationship of 
R > Im wherein Im denotes a molecule length of the liquid crystal molecules. 

4. (Original) The device of claim 3, wherein the radius of curvature R of the curve 
constituting the shape of the dulled corners has a relationship of R < R' wherein R' denotes 
a radium of a circle circumscribing the polygon of the liquid crystal region. 

5. (Original) The device of claim 1, wherein the wall structures are formed of a 
negative photosensitive resin. 

6. ( Currently amended) The device of claim 1, wherein the liquid crystal molecules 
in the hquid crystal regions are aligned vertical to side faces of the wall structures. 

7. ( Canceled) 

8. (New) The device of claim 1, wherein the wall structures divide the liquid 
crystal layer into a plurality of liquid crystal regions, wherein liquid crystal molecules in 
the plurality of liquid crystal regions are aligned axially symmetrically with respect to an 
axis vertical to a surface of the first substrate, and an alignment direction of liquid crystal 
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molecules in the liquid crystal regions with respect to side faces of the wall structures in 
the corners changes continuously. 

9. (New) A liquid crystal display device comprising: 
a first substrate; 

a second substrate; 

a liquid crystal layer located between at least the first and second substrates; 
at least one wall structure supported by the first substrate and facing the liquid 
crystal layer; and 

wherein the wall structure surrounds a region having a shape of a polygon having 
dulled corners as viewed from above, so that an interior perimeter of a portion of the wall 
structure is in the shape of the polygon having dulled corners as viewed from above. 

10. (New) The device of claim 9, wherein Uquid crystal molecules are located in 
the region and are axially symmetrically aligned with respect to a vertical axis located in 
a central area of the region. 

1 1 . (New) The device of claim 9, wherein Uquid crystal molecules in the region 
are aligned axially symmetrically with respect to an axis vertical to a surface of the first 
substrate, and an alignment direction of liquid crystal molecules in the region with 
respect to side faces of the wall structure in corners of the region changes continuously.
